Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-9 and 1 1-25 are allowed. 

The closest prior art is considered to be Thiers (2003/0159385) and MacDonald 
et al. (US 4008551). It is known in the art to laminate a top side of previously edge 
beveled floor panel with a top surface layer and then subsequently coat the surface of 
the bevel with a separate layer (Thiers). Additionally, it is known to laminate a 
continuous top surface layer onto a top side of a panel surface, wherein said layer is 
applied to both the unbeveled and beveled top sides (figure 6 of MacDonald). However, 
the prior art does not disclose a method of forming a bevel (or recess) directly under an 
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already applied top surface layer, thus creating a freestanding ledge including said top 
surface layer, then subsequently closing said recess by moving the freestanding portion 
of the top layer to the machined surface of the bevel.
